This enormously influential Arethusa head, concieved and developed by Euainetos was copied prodigiously in the 
fourth century, especially on the Agathoclean and Siculo-Punic coinages, should perhaps be associated with the poli- 
tics of Dionysius I at the time of his first Carthaginian War, 406-404, and his second war against Carthage was initiat- 
ed in 397 and ultimately successfully concluded in 392/390, leaving Dionysius master of most of the island, "archon

to return and settle at the hot springs in the neighborhood of their former home town and they founded the Carthaginian 
colony Thermai Himeraiai. The new city issued a few series of Punic tetradrachms during the 4th cent. B. C., the dis- 
tinctive symbol of them being an altar in the exergue; the most interesting one is without doubt the issue to which our 
tetradrachm with Greek legend and engraver’s signature belongs.

For biography and coinage of Cotys I, cf. Peter 1. c. 112 ss. Cotys was probably the son of Seuthes II, king of the Odrysian 
Thracians and his reign was characterized by a large expansion of the Odrysian territory. The cup illustrated on the rev. 
was called Kotyle and alluded to the king's name (KOoTU¢ - KOTDAN). A similar vessel is also known from the coinage of 
the Thracian city of Cypsela; that may therefore have been the mint for the silver coins of Cotys.

On the rare staters of Stymphalus Heracles is shown bran- 
dishing his club and the pose recalls that of Harmodius, one of the two famous Athenian tyrannicides (cf. Kraay, ACGC 
pl. 56, 956). The reverse of the coin may therefore be more an allusion to the liberation of Stymphalus from Spartan 
tyranny than a representation of the extinction of the Stymphalian birds.

This bronze unit and that of its parallel issue at Latin colony of Cosa in Etruria (Sambon 149) have since the 19th cen- 
tury been termed litrae and half-litrae. This has lead to confusion since it had no justification in the observe behaviour 
of the 3rd century central Italian economy. The ancient use of the word litra, a Greek term for a Sicilian unit, in the con- 
text of a purely Romano-Etruscan coinage without any contemporary parallel in Italy, seems unlikely and certainly not 
contemporary usage. It may be better to describe this interesting military issue in Roman weight terms and monetary 
units with their customary nomenclature. From c. 270-240 the weight standard of the Roman as fluctuated at around 270 


g. (10 unciae) indicating + 6.75 g as the theoretical weight of the quartuncia, comfortably accommodating the Rome and 
Cosa bronzes which range between about 5 and 8 g.

Although the existence of the as of Sex. Tuli. published by Lederer, op. cit., was dismissed by Crawford p. 550, appen- 
dix 72, as "patently altered in modern times", Lederer's reputation has been vindicated by Alonso, who cited two 
examples in the Museo Arqueolégico Nacional Madrid in its bulletin of 1989, op. cit.

For a new interpretation of the RSR issue see Guy de la Bédoyére in NC 1998, pp. 79-88, to be a short hand version of 
a Virgil quote "Redeunt Saturnia Regna. i.e. The Saturnian kingdoms return" or the return of the golden age. Similar 
groups of letters on the three known medallions show a short hand version of part of the same stanza. As these quotes 
from Virgil may have been part of a Victory panegyric for either Carausius's seizure of power in late 286 or his later 
defeat of Maximian in 289, it would seem that the coins and medallions referring to the Virgil stanzas could be part of 
the donation given at that time to Carausius's victorious troops, whilst the speeches were fresh in their minds.

This novum was found near Salisbury in late summer 1997 and recorded by the British Museum. 

Carausius seized Britannia Superior fairly early in 286 where he opened a mint in three divisions (neither "mints" nor 
"officinae" being appropriate terms) within easy reach of each other. L(ondon) C(lassis) and P(rovincia), HI, BRI and 
unmarked. Consul in 287, he crossed to Gesoriacum (Boulogne port) for a short time and struck a ceremonial coinage in 
gold and billon. Returning, he ruled in peace until summer 289 when he was forced to repulse Maximian's invasion. He 
celebrated a triumph and in the following year his quinquennium, on his dies imperii he took the title Caesar which he 
had pacifyingly dropped in the first months of his reign. The evident truce with Diocletian and Maximian seemed rati- 
fied when he glorified their joint consulship of 293 with a coinage manifestly supported by the diarchs who lent work- 
men from Lugdunum (and a gold die from Cyzicus). Their treachery in making Constantius Caesar in the West ruined 
Carausius; "overthrown by guile" (says the common source of Victor and Eutropius, "circumventus"), he was replaced 
by Allectus in spring 293.

The amulet, that once certainly belonged to a wealthy devotee of Mithras, shows on the reverse the tauroctony, the sacrifice of the 
bull, the central theme of the Mithraic mysteries. As part of the divine world order Mithras had to kill the bull to bring fertility to 
the world, the act was both creative and redemptive. We know this scene from hundreds of reliefs and paintings: Mithras dressed as 
a Persian, kneels on the back of the bull, pulls back the head of the animal and stabs it with his dagger. Full of grief he turns his head 
to avoid seeing the tragic end of the mighty bull. This sacrifice was essential for the well being of the world, the tip of the bull’s tail 
is already turning into ears of corn. It is a cosmic event, the Persian cave we see indicated on our amulet is the firmamentum or vault 
of heaven, the bull forms a moon sickle (on some reliefs he has also the sign of the moon on his flank) and to the left and right we 
find the companions of Mithras, the morning and evening star personalized as Cautes with the lowered and Cautopates with the 
raised torch. The inscription comments on the scene, “the invincible servant of the divine preordination”. The wreathed border 
around the scene refers to the ritual profession of the faith, during an initiation act when believers could attain one of the seven 
grades. During a ceremony the initiate had to fight an armed man to win a wreath, which once triumphant he used to crown himself, 
but after being reminded by the Pater, the highest ranking Mithraic worshipper, he laid down his wreath aside with the words, “ 
Mithras is my wreath”. Believers in the Mithriac cult were known for not wearing wreaths. 


The obverse shows Sol, who was very closely connected with Mithras. The Sun-God’s most important festival was celebrated on 
the same day as the birth of Mithras from an immaculate rock with his appearance to shepherds, the 25th of December. He helped 
Mithras perform his cosmic sacrifice by sending a sun ray. After the killing of the bull he and Mithras together held a sacred meal 
on a table covered by the bull’s skin. 


Mithraism was never more than a minority cult, whose devotees came from the ranks of the military, merchants and the occasional 
politician but it was exclusively confined to men. There are many similarities between this cult and Christianity, Christians were 
also not allowed to wear pagan wreaths and had a sacred meal during their ceremony. Once in power they destroyed all evidence of 
the hated Mithraic cult wherever it was found and few artefacts survived, our amulet is one of them. Uschi Kampmann

There has always been some difficulty over the question of Constans IH], Heraclonas and Heraclius Constantine. 
Grierson's attribution of certain copper issues to Heraclonas has now been shown to be wrong, and consequently his attri- 
bution of certain gold issues to Heraclonas has not been used by certain writers, notably David Sear in his Byzantine 
handbook. However the solidi attributed to Heraclonas with a totally different portrait have in the opinion of this writer 
been correctly placed to Heraclonas by Professor Grierson. There is a similar difference of views on the question of 
Heraclius Constantine. In this case Sear has correctly placed them in his handbook (p.198) under Heraclius Constantine 
whereas Hahn considers them to be early issues of Constans II, but attributes certain three standing figure types of 
Heraclius to Heraclius Constantine (MIB 52)! 

Por what it is worth in the opinion of this writer Grierson's discussion and arguments, see DO 2,2 pp.385-7, are quite 
compelling, and these distinctive solidi with the small head and plumed helmet with a portrait quite unlike any of those 
of Constans and which does not fit into his pattern of coinage, are correctly attributed to Heraclius Constantine. Of 
course, the coins of Heraclius Constantine could conceivably belong to Heraclonas, but on balance it seems safer and 
more practical to follow professor Grierson. Michael Dennis O'Hara

Baldassare Cossa was declared antipope after having unsuccessfully played the rival kings of Naples, Louis II and 
Ladislaus, against each other.
